I. Claims 1-3, 10 and 13, drawn to a magnesium silicate/magnesium titanate 
composition, classified in class 501, subclass 136. 

II. Claims 4-6, 11 and 14, drawn to a magnesium titanate/calcium titanate 
composition, classified in class 501, subclass 136. 

III. Claims 7-9, 12 and 15, drawn to a magnesium titanate/magnesium 
silicate/calcium titanate compositions, classified in class 501, subclass 136.

The inventions I-III are independent of one another, each requiring particulars not 

required by the others.
